Response to Amendment 

The indicated allowability of claim 8 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Warden. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because Figures 2, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, 10, 12, 13, 15, and 
16 are misleading, it is not understood how the cylinder rod is disposed within the 
cylinder when the bottom end of the cylinder is closed with a threaded bolt and the top 
end contains a hole wherein the diameter of the hole would prevent the cylinder rod 
from being disposed within the cylinder. Figs. 6, 9, 12, and 15 are exploded views 
which lead the examiner to believe that the cylinder rod and the cylinder are separate 
units and are assembled as separate parts to achieve the views shown in Figs. 3, 4, 7, 
10, 13 and 16. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
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and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 21 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
3,434,684 to Warden. Warden discloses a display apparatus comprising: a display 
main body (1) provided with a screen (3); a base member (4) supporting the main body; 
a cylinder assembly (6 & 8) provided between the display main body and the base 
member to liftably support the main body, the cylinder assembly exerting a supporting 
force which is at least as great as a weight of the main body; and wherein at least one 
additional cylinder assembly (7 & 9) is provided. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4-7, 9, 13-17, 19-22, and 24-29 are allowed.
